Mr. James P Ballantine, of the 
News, Cumnock, Scotland, Canadian 
Government agent,, and J. N. Grieve, 
Canadian Government agent at Spok- 
ine. Wash., were in the city, attend- 
ing the exhibition. Mr. Ballantyne is 
making a tour of the Canadian west 
for the first time, that he may ‘be the 
better able to speak concerning it on 
bis return to his native Jand. His 
work has been confined to sending 
out experienced farm hands and do- 
mestic servants from Scotland. He 
prougbt out fifty youps Scotch plow- 
men with him. Twenty of them went 
to Onturio and the other thirty were 
ickly hired by Manitoba farmers. 
Mr. Pallantyne says that while we
